For the right ſtating of the ſenſe of 
this Text, I muſt crave leave to reG&1- 
fy the pointing, which as it ſtands, 
refers the 15th day to their March- 
ing, which ought to be referred to 
the Murmuring of this Aſſembly. For 
of what uſe could it be, to know the 
day when they took their Journey 
bither, any more than the reſt of their 
,Journeys, except that from Mount S7- 
141 for 40 years, (Numb. 10. 11.* but 
that when God was purpoſed to change 
the beginning of Weeks to them, and 
appoint that day their ſeventh day, 
which was the ſixth in the patriarchal 
account z it was expedient to leave 


ſome plain Note and Character of 


Time, that it nught be known, on 
what day of the week, the Sabbath 
was kept before that change 2 as 
Vir. Mede argueth. 

As to the reafon I afiign, why the 
day of the month 1s named here, and 
not in any of their Marchings!beſides, 
laving that from Mount Sizaz, a per- 
lon eminent for Learning, Ficty and 
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Flace in our Church, was pleaſed to 
except againſt it, by giving this as the 
reaſon, viz. Leſt the ſenſe of the firſt 


part ſhould be miſtaken, as 1f they had 


gone from Elizz and come to 977 the 
{ame day; whereas they departed from 
Elim to the Red Sea, and from thence 
into the Wilderneſs of S7#,! Numb. 32.) 
To which I humbly anſwer, (as I did 
then, while the Church enjoyed that 
worthy Prelate) that this reaſon ts ſo 
far from preventing the ſuppoſed mi. 
ſtake, as it neceſſarily tends to 1t 3 for

out ſpecifying the time, none would 
imagine, but that he had lodying places 
betwixt [ oudon and Vork ; to that this 
Exception furniſheth me with one ar- 
gument more than I thought of, for my 
applying the 15th day to their Mur- 
muring, not to their Marching. But 
ſecondly, That which I have demon- 
ſtratively proved, viz. That the 15th 
day is the firſt day of thisnew inſtituted 
Septimane (for elſe Satrrday could not 
bethe ſeventh day of that week) 15a 
plain demonſtration , that this 15th 
day, muſt be the day, whereon the 
whole Congregation murmured. Now 
Miſapplication of the 15th day may 
eaſily be reC&tified, by having recourſe 
to the Septuagint | and they journied front 
Elim, and the whole Congregation of Iſ- 
rael came into the Wilderneſs of Sin : 
which 3s between Elim and Sinai, VET. 2. | 
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But on the 15th day of the 2d Month, 
after their departure out of the Land 
of Egypt, the whole Congregation of 
the Children of {/rae/ murmured a- 
gainſt Moſes and Aaron. 

The ſame eminent Perſon adviſed 
me to conlider, whether the Septuagint 
can weigh down the Hebrew, Sama- 
ritan, &c.1T have conſidered this, and 
am very apprehenſive, what a dithcult 
and envious Tack I undertook , if 
ſhould prefer the Septuagint betore the 
Hebrew, Iremember how angry Jerom 
was with St. Auſtin, for preferring it 
before his *7ebraica veritas,and what op- 
poſition the lateAttempt of Voſs hath 
met with - And yetI cannot but retain 
a iinguiar honour 1n my Heart for it. 

As being better ſecur'd from being 
Corrupted by the faithleſs Jews, than 
the Hebrew; by reaſon of its being 
Communicated to the Gertile World, 
many hundred of years before the 
Chriſtian Era, and depoſited 1n that 
tamous Library of Ptolomy, whither 
Philoſophers fockt, from all parts 
of the World (faith Elian): ; the Divine 
Providence foreſecing, what unfaithful 
keepers 
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keepers of the Sacred Oracles , that 
people; to whom they were firſt con- 
credited, would prove ' when, for re- 
jecting Chriſt, they became Loamm) 
provided , that the Gerjiles ſhould 
come to the Light thereof, by means 
of the Septragint, ſo long before our 
Saviours coming, the contemptible.. 
nels of whoſe appearance {0 enrag'd 
the Learned Party of the Jews, .v. ho 
had the Hebrew Copies in their cuſto- 
dy (for the vulgar 7 Jews underſtood 
not Hebrew in our Saviours time | as in 
revenge, they aciac't his Image drawn 
by their own TPEPREts, tor repre- 


| ſenting him ſuch. as the Apoſz 1:5 pro- 


claimed him to be; whence proceeded 
thoſe numerous Corrnptions of the 
Hebrew Text mention'd by Voſfins ad 
others. 

2. The Apoſtles making ſo frequent, 
if not conſtant uſe thereof, in their 
Quotations of the Old Teſtament,ſeems 
to be a Canonization of that Tranſ]a- 
tion, if not a commendation of it above 
the Hebrew. 

2. If the Hebrew be to be ſuſpected 
where it affronts 'the Septwagint, it

{worn that the Waters of Noah ſhall no 
more go over the Earth ] : and therefore 
ſtruck, not only by God's {ſtretching 
out his Right-hand and ſwearing (as 
the Hebrew DoQtors conceive) but by 
paſſing between the pieces of the Bul- 
lock, &c. that being the moſt ancient 
Patriarhcal Mode of ratitying a Cove- 
nant by Oath ; and taken up trom th:s 
Primitive Example of God's covenant- 
ing with Adam, Here we have an ac- 


count of the diſpoſal of the Fleſh ot 
thoſe Beaſts, with whole Skins God 
apparetPd Adam and Eve, fully conſo- 
nant to the holy Scriptures, and ſuch 
2S ſpeaks Adam to have conſented to 
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the Covenant upon its firſt propeſal 
and the New Creature ( Man reſtored 
by Faith in Chriſt) to have been 
brought forth into aCtual Exiſtence 
before that Seventh Day, whereon God 
reſted. +

As God gave the 
Jews Saturday-Sabbath, in Pawn of 
his fidelity, till Chriſt's coming : So 
he gave Sunday-Sabbath to the Patr1- 
archs in Pledge of Chriſt's Reſurrection. 
on that Day, whereon he raiſed Adam 
under the Apple-tree. And thex 
obſerving Sunday had the like effect 
upon the Patriarchs, that their keeping

means hereof, Abraham ſaw Chriſt's 
_ Your Father Abraham rejoyced 
to ſee my Day ; and he ſaw it, and was 
glad, John 5.5. Moit late Expoſlitors 
are {hort, 1n applying this to the time 
of our Saviour's coming ; the Ancients 
generally applying that Parallel Text 
P/. 92. 22, to the Day of Chrilt's 
Reſurrection; and ſo doth St. Peter 
Acts 4. 10, 11. Whom ye ſlew, and 
God raiſed from the Dead ; This is 
the 
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the Stone which was {ct at nought by 
you Builders, which is become the 


Head of the Corner. On this Day he. 


was declared to be the Son of God, 
begotten. of the Father from Eternity; 
as by his\Paſſion he was declared wo 
be the Womans Seed. Sothat now he 1s 
become a Cornerſtone, joyning pericct 
God and Man in one Perſon, jew and 
Gentile, the Catholick, Patriarchal, and 
Chriſtian Church.

Origen affirms that Job obſerved 
this 77h. Day ; and he had reaſon for 
ſaying ſo: For thole Aﬀemblies of the 
Sons of God, were made up of more 
Families than Job,and had other Perſons 
to officiate therein than he, ſeeing 


\before the fecond Aflembly, he was 


ſtript- of his Family; and himſelf not 
there, hut on the Dunghil, where Satan 
found him: And if the . ſecond Af- 
ſembly had not been within. a Week 
of the former, Satan ( tormented 
more with Jcb's Patience, than Fob 
was with his Sufferings ) would not 
have had Patience till then, if the time - 
for keeping thoſe holy Convocations 
had not been fiated, but would before 
that Aſſembly have applyed himlelt to
